SUBJECT : Graphic Mural for the Ground Floor

1. As I mentioned to you the other day. Jack Blake 
feels this is a good idea and certainly supports the con- 
cept. 


2. Attached is a copy of a notice that might be sub- 
mitted to announce the competition. There are certain 
things not included; for example, the actual painting to be 
done on an overtime basis, although there is no predisposi- 
tion toward having the artists work for nothing. It is 
possible that, depending on the size and complexity of the 
mural, the painters could wind up making more money on an 
overtime basis than the prize-winning designer. The Fine 
Arts Commission might, at least, want to discuss the actual 
painting of the mural. Also, Jack indicated he is inclined 
to prefer a second and third prize, in the order of $100 for 
second prize and $5Q for third prize. 

3. I am sure that, after discussion at the FAC meeting, 
changes in the notice might well be necessary, and it certainly 
would cause no problem for us.
